DlSSATHF ACTION Olf BOYS WITH I* ARMING. 
—A New Hampshire farmer says ; “The 
question is often asked in our agricultural 
papers, why so few farmers’ sous are M ill¬ 
ing to stay at home. Among the reasons 
for dissatisfaction with farm life, is the fact 
that parents fail to interest their sons in 
the farm, and its surroundings. Young 
people often wish to have things look well 
about the buildings, with u snug little 
power garden, etc. But ir they attempt 
to put things to rights, they are called off 
to the potato field, in a manner that indi¬ 
cates that attention to these home matters 
is a waste of time. Is it strange that they 
•r t .t tired and dissatisfied, and leave the 
firm, which has no attraction for them? 


A Way of Saving.— The Russian peas¬ 
ants have an exceedingly comfortable and 
convenient habit of saving money. A cor¬ 
respondent of the Evening Post says that 
a shabbily-dressed and illiterate peasant 
came into the Treasury at Poltava and ex¬ 
pressed s desire to change some old paper 
money for the new issue. When asked 
how mnch he had lie said he *1 id not know; 
that he ami his wife were unable to ascer¬ 
tain the amount, although they hud counted 
two whole days. An otilcer was sent to 
the peasant’s house, and several bundles 
of notes taken from a hole in the floor were 
round to contain 86,000 roubles, and there 
were over 5000 or G000 more in coin. Sus¬ 
picions were of course entertained that he 
had come by his money Tiishoncstty; but 
the whole family had borne a good charac¬ 
ter, and on inquiry there was no reason lor 
detaining him, and his money was changed 
for him into new notes.
